A critic of the practice of selling canned goods 
futures says that, “The whole present plan of selling 
goods that have not even been planted is in its essence 
ridiculous, unbusinesslike and expensive.” Nowadays 
merchants have to prepare, to a cefMain extent at 
least, for their future requirements, no matter whether 
they deal in canned goods or dry goods. It would be 
most unbusinesslike for the grocery jobber to trust 
to luck to obtain his entire requirements of this or 
that article of canned goods after the packing season 
was ended. This critic’s opinion that it is “ridiculous” 
and “unbusinesslike” to sell canned goods futures 
isn’t shared by such an experienced man as President 
C. S. Crary of the National Canners’ Association, 
certainly competent to express an opinion on the sub- 
ject. In addressing the convention of the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association at Atlantic City last 
summer President Crary said: “A six months’ note 
for $1,000 is as clearly a future contract as a six 
months’ deferred promise to deliver a thousand cases 
of peas, corn or tomatoes, or a given quantity of 
wheat, corn and oats. While the practice of dealing 


in futures is being assailed there will be those who 
condemn it, but a very large percentage of the busi- 
ness of the country will continue to be done by those 
who plan for tomorrow and next week and next year, 
and in doing it they will continue to make and keep 
their future contracts as usual.”

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It’s the same old story, whether told in the same old way 
or not, for business in canned goods in the Chicago market 
continues as a whole quiet and devoid entirely of new fea- 
tures. Jobbers are daily buying small lots of this or that 
article as they find themselves in need of the goods to fill 
orders received from their retail customers, and in the ag- 
gregate it amounts perhaps to more business than is realized 
by everybody. The character of the buying indicates with 
certainty that the jobbers are very lightly stocked, and this 
renders it also certain that, whether or not tomatoes and 
other descriptions of canned foods are going to be taken in 
materially larger sized lots than at present, they will anyway 
be wanted, and that right along, during the next seven or 
eight months, numbered among them being the three heav- 
iest canned goods consuming months out of the entire dozen, 
May, June and July. An immense quantity of canned goods 
will be bought and consumed during the months named, and 
packers all know, if they haven’t forgotten, how prices are 
affected by an active demand for goods which, on account of 
only day-to-day or week-to-week stocks in the hands of 
wholesalers and retailers, are literally rushed into con- 
sumption. 

Future Tomatoes. 

While there is scarcely any demand for future tomatoes, 
one or two Indiana canners have named a price of 80c¢ per 
dozen, f. o. b. factory. The majority of Western canners, 
however, couldn’t be induced to put a price on 1909 packing, 
as they are waiting to see what supplies are going to cost 
them this year, as well as what the market will do on spot 
goods. Eighty cents a dozen, cannery, is too low, and it is 
not easily understood why any packer should name a lower 
opening price on Indiana futures than last season’s initial 
quotation, which was 85e a dozen, f. o. b. factory. It is 
certain that no lowering of the cost of any item entering 
into the cost of packing warrants the packer in contracting 
to deliver No. 3 standard tomatoes at a reduction of 5¢ from 
the 1908 opening figure. 

Tomatoes—Sales of small lots of tomatoes were not infre- 
quent in the local market during the week reviewed. Taking 
them altogether quite a number of carload orders were 
booked, and we heard of one or two thousand-case lots. 
Some Maryland tomatoes were sold in Chicago on Monday 
at 6714c per doz., f. o. b. Baltimore. Maryland goods have 
figured quite extensively in the week’s business. Just now, 
while that territory looks weak in the reports received, In- 
diana is considered a trifle stronger, a bare shade it is. No 
standard Indiana 3s were offered here this week, so far as 
we were able to ascertain, under 75¢ factory, while very 
recently what with the present popular tidbit trading is 
considered a big block of tomatoes was bought from Indiana 
at 75e Chicago. There is a range on Indiana tomatoes, since 
all packers in that state aren’t in need of money, hence 
aren ’t inclined to sell out their holdings for what they can 
get for them. So there are Indiana standard goods held not 
only at 75¢e factory but at 77144 and 80c, possibly higher. 
No Western gallon tomatoes are offering. ‘Baltimore packed 
gallons are quoted at $1.95@2.10 East.

Corn—Business on corn continues very quiet in the Chi- 
“ago market; in fact, it could hardly be any more quiet than 
it is, or for that matter more lacking in new features. Con- 
ditions remain precisely as previously described. Western 
standard packs range at figures from 60c per doz., f. 0. b. 
factory, to 65e for Illinois. The general quotation is 62%4¢ 
factory. A sale of Ohio corn at 62¢ delivered was reported. 
Fancy quality is offered at 80c, f. o. b. 

Asparagus—the Sacramento river floods are reported in 
dispatches from the coast to have done a tremendous amount 
of damage to the island asparagus beds. A large portion of 
the asparagus acreage on these islands is devoted to the 
cultivation of the vegetable for canning purposes. The 
washouts, the dispatches state, have knocked out much of 
the acreage. 

Beans—Beans have moved very slowly in the Chicago mar- 
ket. This is not limited to one grade alone but includes all 
offerings. On the whole the market for string and lima 
beans is reasonably steady on the best grades, but holders 
are somewhat disposed to clean up. Baltimore advices indi- 
cate a very slow market on string beans, No. 2s being quoted 
at 4714@50e per doz., standard 3s at 65c, standard 10s at 
$2.15, 3s white wax strings at 65c, 10s white wax strings 
at $2.00, 2s standard grade green limas at 85¢ per doz. 

Spinach—This article, like almost all others, is quiet in the 
local market, though holders show disposition to maintain 
their position notwithstanding the existing dullness. Balti- 
more packing spinach is quoted f. 0. b. at 65¢ for 2s, 80¢ for 
3s, $2.65@2.75 for No. 10 cans. 

Peas—As noted in THE CANNER last week, there is more or 
less business on cheap peas. Of late there has been quite a 
deal of trading on the cheaper qualities, which are popular 
with consumers who go in largely for quantity. There are 
peas, marrowfats and sweet wrinkled, offering at 70 to 80 cents 
per doz., f. 0. b. factory Michigan and Wisconsin. Eastern 
advices to THE CANNER say there is a scarcity of spot peas 
at.under 70 cents, but that buyers continue their efforts to get 
the goods for less money, 6714 and even 65 cents, and sales at 

a shade under 70 cents were reported. Business on future 
peas is being booked, even though more slowly than heretofore. 
From New York we hear that future pea bookings are much 
below last year, that jobbers dislike to pay prices equal to the 
1908 opening quotations, though that packers, which is quite 
true, cannot concede anything so far as price is concerned. 

Apples—Packers’ ideas regarding the value of.apples are 
stronger, instead of weaker. The strong position of this ar- 
ticle is so thoroughly understood that owners of apples feel 
perfectly confident that they will get their price, and it appears 
that prices are being gradually pushed upward. For instance, 
we heard of an Ohio packer who, from $2.50 a very short time 
ago, has marked his selling price up to $2.65, Chicago. Michi- 
gan apples are obtainable, but from the best information they 
are all gone, excepting what might be called an inconsiderable 
quantity. Michigan goods, however, are offered at 75 cents 
Chieago for 3s, and $2.25, factory, for 10s. New York gallons 
are irregular in price, owing to irregularity of quality. Pack- 
ers ask $2.50 to $2.75 factory.

Orders fo, 
mustard sardines are understood to have exceeded the supply 
while packers’ stocks of quarter-oils are also reported to kk 
very materially reduced. Commenting on the booking of 
orders subject to approval of prices, Jed Frye & Co., Ney 
York, say. ‘‘There has been a large number of ordes 
booked for American sardines, February shipment, subject 
to buyers’ confirmation of prices which will be named Feb. 
ruary 2. Any orders booked after January 25 will only bp 
accepted at higher prices than those booked prior to that 
date.’’

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 23, 1909. 

Epitok CANNER: Cannerymen are making active plans for 
extensive operation next year on Puget Sound and in Alaska, 
The fact that next year is the year of the big run, commonly 
known as the ‘‘Fourth Year’’ on Puget Sound, is responsible 
for more extensive plans than have been made since 1905, 
Every present cannery on Puget Sound will operate, many of 
which have not moved a line of machinery or even a wheel 
since four years ago. 

In addition to the plants already established, one new can- 
nery will be built by Carl Sutter, of Anacortes, and H. Bell- 
Irving, of Vancouver, B. C., on Cottonwood Island, near Ana- 
cortes. This will be only a one-line plant, but will be mod- 
ern in every respect, and will be furnished with fish from some 
of the best fish traps on the Sound. 

It is impossible to predict just what the pack will be on 
the Sound next year, as it has varied considerably for big 
years, dropping off in 1905 about 250,000 cases. With all 
the plants operating, however, and with anything like the big 
run of Sockeyes of former years, it is likely that the pack 
will total from 750,000 to 1,000,000 cases of Sockeyes. A 
large run of pink salmon is also expected on Puget Sound 
next season, and a fair run of fall salmon or cohoes, which 
should make the total pack for this district very large. 

The splendid year in Alaska, during which the largest pack 
on record has been produced, has encouraged northern can- 
nerymen very much, and it is likely that plants in the north 
will be extensively operated, although the Alaska Packers’ As- 
sociation and other interests, in view of the large Puget 
Sound pack, may curtail operations to some extent. Several 
new canneries are spoken of, however, one of which will be 
established at Hawk Inlet, where trap operators had a very 
successful fishing season during the past summer.

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most offerings, though occasionally a buyer takes a fair 
sized lot. As a whole, however, trade is limited to actual 
requirements and business is done chiefly in small quan- 
tities. Conditions seem to remain substantially as they 
have been for some weeks, though every week dealers say 
they expect improvement and an upward trend to the 
market on leading lines. Conditions in other lines of busi- 
ness will have a tendency to improve trade in canned goods, 
but so far this improvement has been rather light. It is 
thought that the outlook is fully as good as it was last 
week, though it is by no means as satisfactory as holders 
would like to see it. The situation promises to be better 
with the increase of spring activity, but so far very little 
of that desirable feature has developed. 

Standard and extra grades of lemon cling peaches have 
developed a little stronger tone and the situation presents 
a rather better appearance, but the market shows little 
actual improvement. Buyers are taking no more and prices 
have not advanced, still with the increased interest which 
is manifested in the expanding inquiries it would seem as 
though a change must come later. A good deal of pres- 
sure to sell seconds, Crawfords and lemon clings is noted. 
Offerings from the coast are freely made and it is said that 
a good deal of stock is now in transit for this market. 
California lemon clings have sold in a small jobbing way 
for $1.55@1.60 here. Standard grades can be obtained for 
$1.40 here, but not much buying is in progress. Southern 
peaches are dull within the quoted range, and perhaps a 
reduced price on firm offer would do business in a number 
of instances. 

State gallon apples are firm and holders are nearly all 
asking higher prices. Sales have been made for local ac- 
count at $2.60 delivered in small lots. Not much demand 
is reported for Maryland gallons and prices remain substan 
tially as they have been. Other varieties are unchanged 
and demand is limited to requirements. 

Pears are a trifle easier and it might be possible to buy 
in some instances below quotations, though few holders are 
ready to admit that. The situation otherwise presents no 
new features. The holders are ample for all requirements, 
it is said, and conditions are likely to remain about as they 
are for the present. 

A little pressure to sell full standard Maryland 3s toma- 
toes has developed in some quarters, but it seems to be less 
than it was earlier in the week. Bids of 65¢ regular terms 
f. o. b. faetory have been declined by some holders, though 
it is still possible to buy a fair standard for that money. 
Ordinary standards are weak and demand is limited. With 
full standards so low it offers little attraction to the pur 
chaser to take ordinary standards at nearly as much as he 
ean buy full standards for. Packers are somewhat uneasy 
under the slow demand for ordinary standards and would 
be glad to dispose of some of their stock. No. 2s are quoted 
at 47144@50¢ regular terms f. o. b. faetory. Offerings of 
full standard quality are not freely made and most holders 
are asking full outside figures in all instances. Gallons are 
weak and the market is easy. Not much business has been 
done, nearly all buyers showing a good deal of indifference. 
Futures attract little interest at 75¢ regular terms season’s 
delivery. A few sales are reported, but they were apparently 
of little importance. 

Corn is easy and practically featureless. Fair state stand- 
ards have sold at 65@70e in small lots delivered. Southern 
stock is dull with no interest in any grade. Maine stock is 
heli steady by nearly all dealers and the market is reason- 
ably steady. Futures are neglected by everyone and the 
sale is confined to here and there one, just to keep up ap- 
pearances, apparently. 

A few future sales of peas are reported, but jobbers are 
indisposed to do much business anywhere. Spot. peas have 
lost their former activity and are rather dull within the 
range quoted by nearly all holders. Some lots of ordinary 
standards have sold as low as 65e for early Junes here. 
Other grades have sold in such small lots that it is impos- 
sible to say what the market is. 














Asparagus is steady, with a little decrease in demand fo 
certain grades of both green and white noted. The market 
is on the whole a shade weaker than it has been. 

Red Alaska salmon is firmer, with most holders asking 
$1.30@1.32% here. Second hands are selling in a few jp. 
stances at $1.271%4, but these offerings are rare and are not 
very large in any instance. The tendency is strongly yp. 
ward. Medium red is very firm and stocks are offered spap. 
ingly. Cohoes are moving fairly well in a jobbing way, 
Chams are somewhat easy and offerings are freely made for 
shipment from the coast. Pinks are easy and sales at 75¢ 
are reported here. Considerable stock is offered for ship- 
ment from the coast at 65c f. o. b. there. Chinook and goek. 
eye are both very firm. 

Domestic sardines are unchanged. Orders booked subjeet 
to prices to be named February 2 are not as free as they 
were. Imported grades are steady.

Epiror CANNER: ‘The dried fruit market has not changed 
materially since last week. In some lines there is a marked 
weakness, and this weakness has prevailed for some time, 
In others the situation shows signs of improvement and the 
situation is quite likely to be better in the near future, 
Perhaps on the whole it can be said that the market is vir. 
tually unchanged, with sales developing slowly in most lead- 
ing varieties. 

A continued easiness is noted in spot peaches and a good 
deal of pressure to sell for shipment is reported. Buyers 
show little interest in offerings, however, and as a rule the 
market is dull. The general tendency of prices is toward a 
lower level on both choice and standard grades in yellows, 
Spot interest is limited and purchases rarely exceed a few 
boxes required to fill actual wants. Spot prices are: Choice, 
644a7e; extra choice, T4(@7%c; fancy, 84@9\c; extra 
fancy, 10@11e. 

Apricots are firm and in no instance are sellers disposed 
to shade quotations for the sake of securing business. A 
strong market is reported on the coast and few holders offer 
any considerable quantities for shipment. Buyers are taking 
no more than they are actually compelled to to fill the daily 
requirements and bids of K%@%4e under the market for con 
siderable lots have been refused in nearly all instances, 
It is said that stocks on the coast are reduced and few are 
left in the hands of growers. Spot prices are: Standard, 
&%4e; choice, 94¢; extra choice, 9°%4(@10e; faney, 10@10\e; 
extra fancy, 104%4@11\%e. 

The market for faney evaporated apples continues fairly 
firm for state stock. Prime grades are firmly held, but 
movement is rather light.

THURSDAY, JANUARY 21, 1909. 

The meeting was called to order by the president 
at 10:30 a.m.

The regular proceedings were then opened with the 
following address, by J. P. Harris, of Prairie Grove, 
Ark., on the subject of 

Timekeeping and Managing of Help, by J. P. Harris, 

Prairie Grove, Ark. 

My experience in the canning business is limited to the 
past season’s operations, and therefore what I am about to 
say will be merely a statement of the methods we adopted 
and are to a certain extent of an experimental nature. 
~ As a result of our investigations and interviews with other 
packers we learned that a record of the piece work was 
largely obtained by means of metal checks, a check being 
put in each bucket of finished product after being emptied 
at the filler. 

We found that this system did not always prove satis- 
factory, for sometimes when the bucket reached the peeler 
again it would be minus the check and this would cause 
a controversy between the peeler and the one issuing the 
checks; the one contending that the check was put in the 
bucket and the other that it was not, or, if it had been, 
someone else had taken it. 

The party in charge of the checks knowing almost to a 
certainty that the check had been deposited is at a loss to 
know by whom it was taken, whether by the one for which 
it was intended or by one not entitled to it and suspicions 
would therefore be aroused reflecting on the integrity of the 
peelers and the culprit would be difficult to detect. 

I have been told by packers that instances of this kind 
were quite often frequent enough’ to cause trouble and fric- 
tion and hence unpleasantness and dissatisfaction on the 
part of and between both employer and employe. Another 
bad feature of this check system is that checks are often 
lost and the unfortunate ones, although the fault would be 
theirs, would naturally feel that a service had been ren- 
dered and no compensation received therefor. 

Hoping to profit by the experience of others and also to 
maintain, if possible, at all times a state of harmony, we 
decided to try some other system and I am pleased to say 
that so far our plan has proven very satisfactory. 

Each peeling bin is numbered, as is also every bucket 


used for the peeled tomato and the offal. We made a 
ease or cabinet containing as many small pigeon holes ag 
there were peeling bins and these pigeon holes were algo 
numbered. Cards were printed similar to the one I holg 
in my hand. These cards are about 3x5%4 inches. There 
is a space in the center for the name of the employe; op 
one end is a place for the number and the other end bears 
the inscription: ‘‘ Return to the office when filled,’’ and op 
the bottom is a double fow of numbers from one to fifty. 
and 100 or more can be used if so desired. ‘ 

The case containing these cards is located near the filler 
where there is stationed one whose duty it is to inspect the 
peeling and caring of the contents of each bucket as it ig 
emptied and also to punch the card bearing the same number 
as the bucket, and how well and accurately this was done 
is made evident by the fact that not a single complaint of 
shortage reached the office. 

For our time or hour work we also used cards of another 
color so that any possible confusion would be avoided. These 
eards are of the same dimensions as the others and have 
spaces for the name, rate per hour, etc. On one end is 
printed the months of the year and the days of the month 
appear in small spaces along the top. On the bottom we 
have the hours of the day and also fractions of the hour 
from 6 o’clock in the morning to 12 o’clock at night. Each 
morning before beginning work the employe takes one of 
these cards to the foreman, who punches the month, day and 
hour and when the labors of the day are over he again goes 
to the foreman and the hour of ceasing. work is punched, 
The card is then signed by the employe, who drops it into 
a box from which it is taken the next morning and entered 
on the time book, from which the pay roll is made up at 
the end of the week. 

Should a dispute arise the card bearing the signature 
is produced to prove or disprove the claim that is made and 
it is therefore an easy matter to see who is correct, but 
differences would be more difficult to adjust if a time book 
should be the only record. 

The management of the help is a question of more serious 
moment and one that at times calls forth all the tact and 
diplomacy at the command of the canner. 

We recognized the fact that we were all members of one 
large family and that ‘‘To err is human.’’ It was our object 
and aim to gain and hold the good will, friendship and con- 
fidence of those in our employ, and also endeavoring to have 
everything harmonious and all pulling together. 

An old adage says that ‘‘ an ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure,’’ and we realized the great importance of 
starting along right lines. ‘‘As a twig is bent so is the 
tree inelined,’’ and the future proficiency and capability of 
many employes often depends largely upon the start given 
them. 

Our employes looked to but one man for orders, and this 
superintendent selected one of the most capable of the women 
as an aid or assistant, who, when not otherwise engaged, 
would take her place at a peeling bin and perform the same 
work as her companions. 

When the tomato season opened up each peeler was given 
explicit instructions in peeling, and especially in caring, and 
the inspector at the filler kept a sharp lookout to see that 
these instructions were carried out. If the product of any 
peeler was found wanting the superintendent was informed 
and he would ascertain if the fault was due to a lack of 
knowledge or carelessness. Whatever the cause no reprimand 
was administered, but further instruction would be given the 
delinquent either by the superintendent or assistant and the 
result watched. Should it be necessary to again call atten-

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tion to this peeler’s work she was ealled to the office and 
there kindly but firmly informed what would be required 
of her if she wished to be retained. 

There is no one who likes to be censured in the presence 
of their fellow workers, hence the call to the office, and no 
one else would know what took her there or what took place, 
and almost invariably we made a friend instead of an enemy, 
for the consideration shown her feelings would be appre- 
ciated and satisfactory work would be the result. Should 
she, however, prove incorrigible or seemingly incapable of 
ever becoming proficient, dismissal would follow. 

We discouraged as much as possible visiting among the 
help, but should a ealler wish to see any of them, the one 
wanted would be called out where they would be out of 
sight and hearing, for it has been our observation that 
where visiting is permitted among the employes in the 
operating room demoralization follows. Curiosity will 
prompt those nearby to listen and hear what is being said 
and those not in hearing distance will ask those who are 
what they are talking about and as a result much time is 
lost and confusion ensues. 

The importance and desirability of cleanliness and neat- 
ness in personal appearance was strongly impressed upon 
them. Mirrors, combs and brushes were provided for their

convenience, and after the first day or two it was seldom 
necessary to call attention to the fact that their use would 
be beneficial, and such hints or suggestions would be made 
by the lady assistant. 

We always regarded it as a compliment of high order to 
have visitors exclaim: ‘‘Why, you must have been expect 
ing us, for everyone and everything looks so neat and 
clean.’’ 

We were not selfish with words of praise, but bestowed 
them when deserving, and these would prove most potent 
factors and incentives for further exertion and betterment 
of the service. 

We always endeavored to greet each one every morning 
with a kind word or salutation, and when coming upon a 
group we would stop and talk with them, perhaps pass a 


jest or two, and thus make them feel that we were one of 





them, being careful, however, to keep away from what 
might be termed familiarity. 

No favoritism was shown but it was our object to make 
each one feel that we were their friends and our interests 
mutual. 

It requires no greater exertion to be polite, kind and 
considerate to those under you than to be harsh, over. 
bearing or distant. Words of correction can be used in such 
a manner and in such a place that their sting is removed 
and no sore places or wounded feelings left to heal. 

There are other features of this question that can be 
spoken of, but as time is pressing I will close, hoping that 
I have touched upon some points that are salient and 
pertinent. 

The subject can, perhaps, be summed up in a few words: 
Treat your help with the same consideration that you would 
have meted out to you under like conditions and cireum- 
stances. 

During the discussion of this address L. W. Stagner 
made a few interesting remarks, stating that he had 
never found any difficulty in securing all the help re- 
quired, and from among the very best people of the 
community; this condition of affairs he attributed 
largely to the fact that he made it his business to see 
that everybody around the place so conducted them- 
selves as to command the respect of the entire com- 
munity. , 

The committee on standards here announced their 
readiness to report, and Chairman Brown read the 
following figures showing the result of examination 
of samples, stating that to prevent any possibility of ill 
feeling the committee had removed the can labels and 
handed same to the parties bringing them (after they 
were numbered), so that the committee when open- 
ing the cans had no means of knowing exactly whose 
they were. 

The same method of testing tomatoes for net weight 
was followed, as is described in the Ohio and Indiana 
standards, viz., contents were poured on a quarter-inch 
mesh galvanized wire flat screen, and allowed to drain 
undisturbed for two minutes. Samples from twenty 
different packs were tested with the following results:

The averages on sanitary cans are high, but some 
allowance should be made for the small number of 
cars on which average is based, viz., four, as against 
eleven and nine of the other two kinds tested. 

The committee then recommended the adoption of 
the Indiana standard for tomatoes, with the exception 
of the net weight on fancy and extra standard grades, 
which they recommended be raised to 21 ounces, 
instead of 20 ounces. ; 

On the opening of discussion, L. W. Stagner rose to 
suggest the adoption of a standard for corn. The 
suggestion brought on a lengthy and spirited argu- 
ment based on the idea that, tomatoes being much the 
more important item with members of this association, 
thev should be the first consideration. Mr. Stagner 
finally agreed to give way, and to get the matter be- 
fore the meeting in proper form for discussion, Sec- 
retary Moore moved the adoption of a standard for 
tomatoes, purposely avoiding mention of any particu- 
lar one. It had been generally supposed that upon 
this preliminary motion there would be no necessity 
for anything more than a formal vote, but it developed 
that there was a strong feeling in some quarters 
against such a motion, and this was evidently the point 
at which the fight had been planned. 

L. W. Stagner opened the debate by urging the im- 
mediate passage of the motion, and was ably seconded 
by George D. Waugh. Both these gentlemen insisted 
that a standard of some kind was absolutely neces- 


sary for the proper conduct of the canning business, 
and that it was time to have a standard bearing the 
endorsement of the Missouri Valley Canners’ Associa- 
tion. At this point arose R. E. Goodlett in opposition, 
not to the adoption of any standard at any time, but 
to such action at this particular time. No specific rea- 
sons were given for his objections, which were prin- 
cipally based upon the old adage, “Make haste slowly.” 
He suggested that it would be well for Missouri to 
watch closely the experiences of Indiana and Ohio 
on the standard proposition, and was supported in this 
view by H. C. Gardiner, who pointed out some points 
of difficulty which he considered would inevitably 
arise. 

Secretary Moore, who made the original motion, 
here arose to announce his conversion, upon which 
R. E. Goodlett moved as an amendment that the 
entire matter be referred to a committee of five, to 
be appointed by the president, said committee to en- 
deavor to ascertain the experience of other states, and 
report at the next annual meeting of the association, 
submitting at said meeting such recommendations as 
they might deem proper and advisable for the best 
interests of the industry in the Missouri Valley. At 
the close of the discussion the amendment was carried 
by a vote of 21 to 14.

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CALIFORNIA CANNERS’ LEAGUE MEMBERS DISCUSS 
FREIGHT RATES AND TIN TARIFF. 

A portion of the time during which the California 
Canners’ League was in session recently at San Fran- 
cisco was devoted to discussion of the question of 
reduction of the freight rates raised on the first of 
the year, and also to consideration of the tariff on 
sugar and tinplate. 

A paper read by Mr. C. H. Bentley of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Canners’ Association discussed the tin- 
plate tariff question very exhaustively. He pointed 
out that tiplate is produced cheaper in this country 
than elsewhere and yet it is protected by such a high 
tariff that the trust is able to make an exorbitant profit 
from it. 

Joseph Durney of the Griffith-Durney Co., of San 
Francisco, made an interesting speech on the injury 
which would be done the fruit industry of California if 
the railroad rates were permitted to remain as they 
were. Durney is a member of the board of governors 
of the traffic bureau of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
which has decided to take no action against the rail- 
roads before the Interstate Commerce Commission 
until the meeting of the Transcontinental Freight Bu- 
reau in Chicago, January 28. 

It is hoped by the Californians and others interested 
in transcontinental shipments that the increased east- 
bound rates will be lowered. The League’s transpor- 
tation committee was authorized to make an agree- 
ment with the railroad companies whereby the min- 
imum carload shipment of canned fruit shall be 50,000 
pounds, instead of 40,000 as at present, on condition 
that the old rate of 75 cents a hundred be restored. 
The, rate was raised to 85 cents January I.

REFEREE BOARD OF CHEMISTS FINDS BENZOATE OF 
SODA HARMLESS. 

\ dispatch from Washington states that the Referee 
Board of Chemists, appointed some months ago to de- 
termine, among other things, whether benzoate of 
soda is harmless or not as a food preservative, has 
submitted a report deciding against the theories of 
Dr. Wiley, that food preserved with benzoate is de- 
cidedly injurious to health. The dispatch goes on to 
say that the resignation of Dr. Wiley is predicted as a 
result of the report. It quoted Dr. Wiley as stating 


that, although benzoate of soda may not be found to 


be a poison by all people, he did not care to eat it with 
his food. 

“You can see,” he said, when asked as to his future 
movements, “that any remarks which I might make at 
this time might prejudice the fight I am making for 
the American people in the nature of obtaining for 
them the right to be protected against the adulteration 
of their food. This you may say, however, that I shall 
not be put into a position where I might be compelled 
to act in an insubordinate manner.”’ 

When asked as to whether this meant that he would 
resign as the department’s chemist in case he were 
ordered by the department to consider benzoate a 
proper component of food, Dr. Wiley refused to make 
categorical answer. 

“It is now up to the higher authorities in whose 
hands the administration of the pure food law rests to 
make a decision upon the report of the referee board,” 
he said. “There is no action. on the matter which | 
should permit myself to take before I received instruc- 
tions from the head of the department. 

“This much [ will say: I consider that I have been 
fighting a crusade in the interests of the American 
people. My ultimate decision will be governed by 
what position I can best continue to serve them in the 
fight. I do not believe that by placing myself in a 
position where I should have to be insubordinate 
would do so.” 

Dr. WiLtEy May CoME To CHICAGO.

GROWERS STAND BY CARTWRIGHT LAW. 


The motives underlying the proposed repeal of the 


Cartwright Law of California are evidently under 
suspicion in some quarters. At a mass meeting held 
at Kingsburg, at which perhaps 1,000 fruit and raisin 
growers of Fresno County were assembled recently, 
the following resolution in regard to the Cartwright 
law was unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, There is at this time a pronounced opposition 
being waged against the Cartwright law in this state, as 


we believe by the great corporations with a view of de. 
stroying that law; and 

Whereas, We believe that the law should be maintaineg, 
and if there are any changes to be made in it that the work 
should be done by the friends of the law, and not jt 
enemies; be it 

Resolved, By the fruit and raisin growers of Fresno county, 
in mass meeting assembled in Kingsburg, ( Jal., this lith day 
of January, 1909, that we demand that the law be not re. 
pealed, and that it shall not be amended unless Senator 
G. W. Cartwright may approve such act. 


TRANSCONTINENTAL FREIGHT RATES ON CANNED 
SALMON—LETTER FROM T. J. GORMAN. 


On the tst of January the new freight rates op 
canned salmon via transcontinental railroads went 
into effect, and it is now up to shippers to either pay 
the new tariffs or ship by water. A rumor has it that 
Harriman has bought control of the American-Ha- 
waiian line, in hopes of also controlling the water 
traffic to Atlantic points, in which event he could bring 
freight rates on canned salmon by the steamship route 
to a level with the railroads. Fortunately, however, 
the American-Hawaiian line does not by any means 
control the water route situation. T. J. Gorman, who 


recently returned from a tour through eastern states, 
threshed the matter over quite thoroughly with sey- 
eral traffic managers at that time, and since retum- 
ing to the coast has written a letter to the traffic de- 
partment of the Great Northern Railway at St. Paul 
a statement which is understood to possess sufficient 
merit to warrant the filing of copies with traffic mana- 
gers of all the transcontinental lines. Mr. Gorman is 
one of the largest salmon canners and shippers on the 
Pacific coast. His communication reads as follows: 
Mr. W. P. Kenny, A. G. T. M., 

pany, St. Paul, Minn. 
My Dear Mr. Kenny: 

You will recall that during a recent visit to your city 
I «diseussed with you a little the question of transcontinental 
freight rates on canned salmon. I also understand since my 
return from my Eastern trip that you have been in the eity 
and that some shippers have indicated to you a willingness to 
accept the old rate on Southeastern business, and have the 
new rate apply to the Northern states. This I think you will 
find to be erroneous, as for the life of me I cannot understand 
how you could make the lesser rate apply, say, to Memphis or 
Louisville than to Indianapolis, for the reason that the jobbers 
in each of these places compete for local business. The same 
condition would be true as regards, say, Philadelphia, Balti 
more and Richmond, or Richmond and Charleston, S. C.; in 
other words, I don’t see how or where you can make a 
dividing line without it causing you more trouble than you can 
possibly take care of. 

Now, in regard to the rate itself, packers have not shown 
a disposition to take any united action in taking this matter up 
with the railroads. On the contrary, they seem to think 
that the best thing to do is to let the railroads alone and they 
will come to a realization of where they are at very soon, when 
they find out that the bulk of the salmon business from the 
Northwest is going to the Atlantic Coast by water. The present 
rate of 75 cents on the cheaper grades of salmon, which, by 
the way, is the largest part of the Alaska salmon shipped from 
this port, makes it impossible at the present selling price for 
the packer to realize a profit, hence on account of this rate, 
packers are and have been doing everything they could to make 
shipments by water, hence the difference of 10 cents per hur

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dred pounds, which amounts to 7 cents per case, or almost 2 


eents per dozen additional tax upon the packer, makes it im- 
perative for him to find a cheaper mode of transportation than 
by rail. 

It may be true, as reported, that the Harriman interests 
have sueceeded in getting control of the Tehauntepec, or, 
rather, the American-Hawaiian Line, and will after the first 
of the year advance the rates, but there is still some water 
left around the Horn that these interests probably cannot con- 
trol, and, needless to say, shippers are making every effort 
to utilize these waters, as, for instance, the ‘‘Tremont’’ has 
just completed loading a full cargo of salmon in San Fran- 
cisco for the Atlantic Coast. The ‘‘Shawmut’’ is now making 
up a cargo here for January shipment. The sailing vessel 
‘¢ Erskine M. Phelps’’ is now taking on a cargo for the Atlan- 
tic Coast. In addition to these there has been at least two 
complete cargoes gone via the American-Hawaiian Line, amount- 
ing to probably 100,000 cases, besides smaller shipments. 
Steam vessels reach New York from here around the Horn. in 
65 or 70 days, and sailing vessels, such as the ‘‘Phelps,’’ in 
about four months, and you know that the American-Hawaiian 
Line is delivering salmon in New York in 28 to 30 days from 
Seattle at the present rate of 50 cents per hundred, and the 
rate around the Horn is less. I do not think there is any 
question at all but what the proposed advanced rates by the rail- 
road companies, so extensively advertised during the fall 
months, has stimulated this movement by water quite largely, 


as the shippers realized just what they would be up against . 


after the first of the year. You railroad men probably do not 
realize that the largest percentage of canned salmon is used 
on the Atlantic Coast and points tributary thereto, for two rea- 
sons, one being that it is the center of population, and 
another that the cheaper grades of salmon are consumed by 
the employes in the cotton and other mills along the Atlantic 
Coast, and in the South by the cotton pickers and farm em- 
ployes, and in shipping goods to the Atlantic Coast by water 
rates they can be reshipped inland by rail to such a distance 
that it means that approximately 60 to 70 per cent of the 
canned salmon ean be handled in this way independent of trans- 
continental railroads. All the business that could be controlled 
would be to the Middle West or East, say, to points in Ohio 
at best, but really not much beyond Chicago. 

I ean see but one result in the advance of rates on salmon, 


and that is that the selling of salmon will be transferred from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic Coast. I mean by this that shippers 
will be compelled to maintain their selling offices on the Atlan. 
tic Coast and carry their stocks there, sending them around }j 
water if they are to realize any profit out of their busines, 
Only a few years ago the Harriman lines and the Santa Py 
made a 50 cent rate on canned salmon by rail in order to eop. 
pete with water shipment. In this your northern roads yp. 
fused to participate and, of course, left all your regular 
customers at a disadvantage of 25 cents per 100 pounds, 

Another matter, while we are talking about this advange 
in connection with salmon rates, that you will be up against jp 
the near future, will be that on the completion of the Granq 
Trunk Pacifie to the Coast all of the Southeastern Alaska ter. 
ritory will be tributary to their terminal, and on the average 
I think it perfectly safe to say that canned salmon can pe 
lightered to the terminal of the Grand Trunk Pacific for legs 
than $1 per ton. We are paying for this service now from 
Southeastern Alaska points $4 per ton, besides a wharfage 
charge of 50 cents per ton at Seattle, together with loading 
charges and other incidentals. This is really sapping the life 
blood out of the salmon packing interests. Only a few years 
ago, that is, up to the time of the merger of the Northern 
Pacific with the Great Northern and Burlington, the rate was 
only $2.50 per ton from Alaska, and the same was being 
absorbed by the railroad companies. This condition left 
living profit in it for the producers, but with the advance by 
the steel trust in the price of tin plate and the high price 
of nails, pig tin and lead, all controlled by the different trusts 
together with the advance continually being made in freight 
rates, I am free to say, speaking from the packers’ stand- 
point, that as far as salmon below the grades of Sockeyes and 
Alaska Reds are concerned, that we are working for the trusts 
which supply the material, and the transportation companies, 
If it means anything it simply means the elimination from 
the field of the small packer, who is not in a position to furnish 
eargo for ships or to maintain selling and distributing con. 
nections at Atlantic Coast points. 

In cotton and other commodities moving west the railroad 
companies seem to be willing at all times to make rates that 
will justify the carrying of these goods. Then why should 
they, simply because they have the power or believe they have 
to control the transportation of salmon, force the price above

MARKET IN GERMANY FOR AMERICAN CANNED 
GOODS AND CURED FRUITS. 

In order to stimulate American producers to in- 
crease their efforts to extend their sales of manufac- 
tured food products in Germany, Deputy Consul- 
General Simon W. Hanauer, at Frankfort, has for- 
warded to the Department of Commerce and Labor at 
Washington a special report on this subject. A copy 
of this report has been received by THE CANNER, 
which publishes the following portions of same as be- 
ing of special interest to the canning and fruit curing 
industries : 

“Owing to the wealth of its population and of being 
the chief market and most attractive point within 
a large radius of rich country, the city of Frankfort- 
on-the- Main offers excellent opportunities for the sale 
of articles of consumption, especially those of high 
quality or suitable for cultivated taste. According 
to the instructions of Consul-General Guenther, | have 
made inquiries concerning the grocery and provision 
lines in this city and find that the best dealers con- 
stantly carry in stock and sell considerable quantities 
of green and dried fruit, relishes and canned goods, 
provisions, etc., the products of the United States. 
Of these I note the following: 

“In canned goods the leaders are prepared tomato 
soup, turtle soup, turtle meat, salmon, pears, apricots, 
peaches, cherries, tomatoes, green corn, tomato pulp, 
oysters. “These are also imported from other foreign 
countries, which in addition, supply to Germany the 
following canned goods: Lobsters, anchovies, sar- 
dines, sardelles: herrings in oil; tomato, mustard, 
wine, pickles, bouillon, sauces, sprats, eels, caviare, 
crabs, and other fish conserves; the canned and pre- 
served berries, fruits and vegetables, pulp and mar- 
row, fruit extracts, etc., of foreign make are too 
numerous to mention. They represent all zones and 
are offered in greater variety than found in grocery 
stores in the United States. 

“The staple dried fruits are prunes, peaches, pears, 
apples and apricots. Of these fruits Germany im- 
ports large quantities from other countries, also cher- 
ries, mirabelles, hips, currants, raisins, prunelles, dates, 
figs, hazlenuts, paranuts, cocoanuts, peanuts, almonds 


and walnuts. French prunes of finest quality and 


large size, beautifully put up in wooden boxes or jp 
glass, command highest prices, viz., 35 cents per 
pound. 

“The sauces and relishes, put up in glass bottles, 
are midgets, mustard, and sweet pickles, evaporated 
horse-radish, India relish, tomato chutney, mustard 
(dressing, mandalay sauce, chow-chow pickles, baked 
beans with tomato sauce, Spanish pepper. English 
sauce and relishes take the lead in German hotels, 
at private table and kitchen, but of late years an 
American factory in this line has proved a successfy] 
competitor in the German markets. The sauces and 
relishes imported from Great Britain and the United 
States are considered of the highest quality. 

“Green corn in the husk is another product which 
might be profitably introduced in the English, German 
and Dutch markets. This American favorite is un- 
known to European gourmets. 

“It should be borne in mind that Europe's popula- 
tion is about five times as large as that of the United 
States; besides this, the .European exporters supply 
millions of people living in Asia, Africa and South 
America who are not visited by American commercial 
travelers. The European export merchant will readily 
handle American products when he finds it profitable. 

“It is suggested that commercial and manufacturing 
bodies, agricultural associations, etc., select the best 
experts and send them to Europe to investigate its 
market conditions and export trade, and obtain full 
information concerning packing methods, freight 
charges, transportation facilities, the import duties of 
the countries in Europe, etc., so as to enable the 
American seller to calculate the cost of placing his 
goods before the door of the customer in Europe, 
If large producing concerns were to send their own 
men abroad to open direct business connections by 
making sales to foreign firms they would gain more 
thorough and practical knowledge than by depending 
on the theoretical information which even an investi- 
gating expert could supply.” 





CHINESE CANNERY LABOR SCARCE. 

It is reported from Astoria, Ore., that the demand 
for skilled Chinamen to work in salmon canneries 
will be greater the coming season than ever before, 
especially the slitters and solderers. A great run of 
salmon is expected on Puget Sound this year, and 
extensive preparations are being made to handle it. 
Some of the Columbia River slitters have been of- 
fered $1,000 for the season and some solderers $600.

LAW WHICH BALKED RAISIN POOL TO BE ASSAILED. 

The Cartwright law, California’s anti-trust statute 
which proved a stumbling block in the way of the 
Growers’ Raisin Pool, is likely to be assailed by the 
combined business interests of the state at the coming 
session of the legislature. 

The California State Board of Trade has received 
inquiries from all parts of the state and from a variety 
of interests in California as to the effect of the Cart- 
wright anti-trust law on the business of the state as 
to whether or not the law has been enforced since it 
became effective in 1907. 

In reply to these inquiries the board has issued and 
distributed circulars to the several county commercial 
and civic organizations, to grangers’ associations and 
to producers throughout the state, in which the fol- 
lowing answers are given: 

“First. The Cartwright anti-trust law has not been 
rightly enforced, or legally enforced at all so far as we 
can discover, and if it had been the effect would doubt- 
less have been the reverse of what was expected of it. 
No more drastic measure was ever framed and a meas- 
ure more directly against the interests of producers 
could scarcely be conceived of. The effect, if enforced, 
would be to prevent producers from entering into any 
agreements of any kind for their own protection, while 
other interests would through subtle and devious ways 
continue to practice the methods of corporate influence 
and combinations. 

“Tt is clearly unlawful now for the raisin producers 
to fix a price for their product or to enter into any 
joint agreement whatever for the sale of their raisins. 
The principle which applies to raisins is applicable also 
to prunes, citrous fruits, wine, grapes, hops, nuts or 
almost any other commodity known to producers in 
this state. ; 

“Second. That the Cartwright anti-trust law has 
not wrought injury to producers and manufacturers 
of this state is due to the fact that from the time it was 
signed to the present day it has been a dead letter on 
the statutes of the state. It is, however, a serious 
menace to the producing interest and may be employed 
through malice or otherwise at any time if not amend- 
ed or repealed, in such manner as to do great injury. 

“Unlawful acts are being committed every day by 
producers no doubt in ignorance of this law. For 
these acts the farmers, small manufacturers and others 
are amenable to the law and if complaint is made are 
subject to fine and imprisonment. 

“The State Board of Trade issues this bulletin for 
the purpose of getting an expression of sentiment in 
respect to the Cartwright anti-trust law, as to whether 
it should remain on the statute books as now, or be 
amended or repealed. In so far as it is calculated to 
accomplish a good or useful purpose, it is wise to com- 
mend. If it is calculated to do harm rather than good, 


attention should be given it at the legislature about tp 
convene, 
“An expression in respect to this law is soliciteg 


from commercial bodies, grange associations, Natiye

taining what the general sentiment of the state ig re. 
garding it. Attention of the press is also directeg 
to it.” 





MARYLAND ACREAGE COST. 
It is a matter of interest to note that the Marylang 


Truck Growers’ Association, at a meeting held re. 
cently at Westover, Somerset county, fixed the cop. 
tract price at which members will grow tomatoes this 
year for the canneries at $1 a ton, which would ip. 
crease the cost of packing tomatoes, as the average 
price of tomatoes per ton in Maryland and throughout 
all that territory last season was below the figure 
named by the truckers at their meeting. Matters of 
this kind are to be taken into account by canners ip 
making their prices on tomatoes for future delivery, 





THE GROWING NOVA SCOTIA APPLE INDUSTRY-— 
EVAPORATING AND CANNING INDUSTRIES, 

In stating that apple growing in Nova Scotia is con- 
fined to what is known as the famous “Annapolis Val- 
ley,” a district 100 miles long and which really com- 
prises Annapolis, Cornwallis, Gaspereau and Windsor 
valleys, Consul General David F. Wilber, of Halifax, 
fully describes this industry: 

“This territory, ranging in width from 6 to 10 miles, 
is one great orchard, and here apples have been grown 
for two hundred years, but their scientific production 
for commercial purposes is of comparatively recent 
origin. There are yet wide regions in this province 
which are adapted to this industry and new orchards 
are being set out yearly, until now it is expected that 
Nova Scotia will in a few years play a very important 
part in supplying the demand for apples in all parts 
of the world where there is a market for this fruit. 

“Something of the magnitude of this industry and 
the improvement made therein may be gathered from 
the fact that during the season of 1880-81 the total 
number of barrels exported from Nova Scotia was 41, 
785; the season of 1906-7, 287,196 barrels; and the 
season of 1907-8, 438,237 barrels; while the shipments 
for the last week in September, 1908, amounted to 
370,018 barrels, the total yield this season being esti- 
mated at 600,000 barrels. 

“The apple farms of this province are nearly all oc- 
cupied by their owners, no doubt a strong factor in 
creating the great interest manifested in the introduc- 
tion of newer and more scientific methods in caring 
for the trees and harvesting the crop. The farms are 
not large compared with those found in certain sec- 
tions of the United States, but few orchards contain- 
ing more than 60 acres. The trees are set out from 30

“The Canadian ‘fruit marks act, copy of which is 
forwarded [and filed for public reference at the Bu- 
reau of Manufactures], has done much to make the 
apple growers more particular in harvesting their crop. 
The fruit is picked from the tree in small baskets, then 
placed carefully in barrels and conveyed to a packing 
house especially constructed for this purpose, where 
the fruit is gone over and packed for shipment. The 
best grade is marked ‘Fancy, and consists of ‘well- 
grown specimens of one variety, sound, of uniform 
and of at least normal size, and of good color for the 
variety, of normal shape, free from worm holes, 
bruises, scabs, and other defects, and properly packed.’ 
Next in order, the selections being based on the shape, 
color, size and condition of the fruit, are those known 
as ‘No. 1,’ ‘No. 2, and ‘No. 3.’ This system, which is 
rigidly carried out, has done much to popularize Nova 
Scotia apples in foreign markets. By it one knows 
from the mark on the barrel the class of fruit con- 
tained therein and effects a saving in time to all parties 
concerned in their handling. 

“Apples not shipped at once are stored in ware- 
houses so constructed as to resist 62 degrees of frost. 
When the demand warrants their being put on the 
market the fruit is transported from the warehouses 
to rail in carts in which are charcoal fires to counteract 
the effect of the intense cold. 

Evaporation Process. 

“At the present time there are scattered throughout 
the apple-growing district small evaporated apple 
plants which buy from the growers the spotted, rough 
and undersized but solid fruit, unfit for export. This 
class of fruit is both evaporated and canned. An 
evaporating plant equipment valued at $4,000 and em- 
ploving from twelve to fourteen hands can turn out 
from 1,200 to 1,500 pounds every day. Machinery is 
used for the peeling, coring and slicing. 

“The fruit is first peeled and cored, after which it is 
transferred to the bleacher and treated to the fumes 
from burnt sulphur, about 35 pounds being used for 
finished stock weighing 1,200 pounds. After bleach- 
ing the fruit is sliced and placed in a drying kiln, ca- 
pacity 1,000 pounds, and hard coal used for fuel. Three 
kilns will use one ton of hard coal per day. At this 
stage of the process the fruit is thoroughly dried, the 
sulphur used in bleaching passed off with the moisture 
and the apple left white and pure. In the kiln its con 
tents are turned every two hours for twenty-four hours, 
after which it is transferred to the ‘making’ or curing 


room, and here it is moved from bin to bin for six 
days. At the end of this time it is ready for packing, 

“Uniform sized boxes are used by all packers, each 
holding 50 pounds and lined throughout with waxed 
paper. A layer of the fruit is first carefully arranged 
on the bottom of the box, and on top of this the slices 
are placed flat until 50 pounds are ready to press, the 
box is closed, and the apples are then ready to go on 
the market. They wholesale at about 7 cents and retail 
at 8 tog cents per pound. 

“While there are a number of packers of evaporated 
apples in the province, almost all of the output is con- 
trolled by a Halifax firm and one of Belleville, On- 
tario. Both of these firms have factories in the apple 
district. 

“Besides using the inferior apples for evaporating, 
most of the plants run canneries, and in this way dis- 
pose of a large amount of the fruit. The apples for 
canning are peeled and cored, quartered, and 4% to 
5 pounds put into a gallon (No. 10): can.” 


TIN SITUATION IN BOLIVIA—WORLD’S PRODUCTION 
OF THE METAL INCREASES. 


In a recent issue (October 31) we pointed out the 
extraordinary and, perhaps, anomalous position of the 
world’s tin production—which at present appears to be 
one of increasing output, notwithstanding the great 
fall of value in the metal, and in face of prices said 
everywhere to be unremunerative. [Expert previsions 
and forecasts have so far, at least, been falsified by 
events, and the position of the tin mining industry as 
regards present prices becomes somewhat of a puzzle 
to most people. Looking at the statistics of tin im- 
ports from Bolivia, the position of metal producers in 
that country is still less easily. explained than else- 
where. Very much like the eastern tin-producing 


. states, Bolivia has found it possible to increase her pro- 


duction and export by a considerable amount (prob- 
ably quite 25 per cent) during the present year. She 
has attained this result in spite of a falling market 
for tin, and with prices described everywhere as gen- 
eraliy unprofitable, whereas during the high price time 
of 1907, production actually declined. How it is, then, 
that at the present much lower prices Bolivia finds 
it possible to increase her production and export is 
a question which is not easy to answer satisfactorily. 
However, some consideration of the conditions of min- 
ing out there at the present time, and of the business 
organization, may have interest towards suggesting 
a solution. It is a known fact that a good many mines 
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around Oruro, and towards Potosi and Cochabamba, 
and at points farther away from the line of rail, have 
had to close down owing to prices now ruling. It is 
also there generally admitted that, with very few ex- 
ceptions, the greatest number of tin mines now work- 
ing in Bolivia are at present not over-prosperous. The 
mine owners in Bolivia are, as a rule, as good business 
men as can be found in the rest of the world, and can 
hardly be credited with following a policy of pro- 
ducing tin at a loss; it would, therefore, seem that even 
at the present prices Bolivia can not only continue to 
produce a regular quota of tin, but even maintain for 
4 while an increasing output. One factor, which has 
perhaps not been generally allowed for in Europe, and 
which undoubtedly has given great assistance to the 
mines, has been the fall of exchange, the Boliviano or 
paper dollar now being worth only 16d. against 19 Yad. 
which was the value not long ago. Although this fall 
meant commercial depression over the country, it 
permitted the mine owners to. reduce the wage bill 
still further, and was of as much assistance as the low- 
ering of wages which took place at the first drop in 
the metal prices. As most necessaries of life bought 
by the miners at the mines are local products, the fall 
of exchange has affected such articles very little as 
vet, and the loss may be said to be borne by the grow- 
ers or traders. Should exchange, however, fall much 
lower, the position may not remain so entirely favor- 
able to the mine owners, inasmuch as it necessarily 
will bring a demand for increased wages. So far it 
does not look as if the exchange would go much 
lower. A consequence of the very high price of tin 
in 1906 was to impart great activity to tin mining in 
Bolivia; numerous foreign mining companies were 
formed, principally Chilean, to develop and work new 
properties on a fairly large scale, such as the Llalla- 
gua Company, the Monte Blanco, and-a dozen’ others. 
The high price of tin then ruling enabled promoters 
to obtain not only capital to purchase the mines, but 
the very large sums needed for modern equipment. 
The erection of plants followed, but could only be 
completed much later, and when prices had already 
fallen considerably. Even now, many transport and 
reduction plants are being completed on new proper- 
ties, and these must sooner or later help production 
to increase. The largest tin producer of Bolivia, Cho- 
rolque, is at present enlargnig its reduction plant to 
produce at least 450 tons of tin concentrates per 
month. Some plants are being installed also in Quim- 
sa Cruz, and one at Colcha, in the Cochabamba dis- 
trict, all of which must naturally augment the out- 
put. The economic crisis through which Chile has 
lately been passing may also have had an indirect 
influence on the production, in making it imperative 
for the Chilean owned mines to force their production 
to the utmost possible limit, with a view of replen- 
ishing a little the depleted exchequer of the compa- 
nies, though this fact may possibly not have had great 
importance. Apart from the output produced by the 
big mines in Bolivia it is well to remember that more 
than half of the total production is from numerous 
small undertakings and small mines operated often in 
very primitive manner by local miners on the credit 
system. This involves advances, sometimes consider- 
able, made to the miners by capitalists or tin exporters. 
These advances are to operate the mines, and it is the 
accepted custom out there that these are repayable 
only or mostly in kind—i. e., in tin ore. During the 
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high-price times, credit was easily given, and advances 
made lavishly by speculators to secure the metal; but 
with the collapse of the tin market the credits had to 
be called in to face the commercial crisis, and larger 
quantities of tin ore had to be produced and remitted 


to close the commitments. In Bolivia everybody is 
more or less a miner or interested in tin mining, and 
the price of the metal is watched with the keenest 
attention ; needless to say, all are optimists, relying on 
better prices and better times coming soon. This may 
suggest the possibility that a little mining may go on 
without much porfit, or even slight loss, perhaps made 
good by the truck system; but, as a rule, the tin in- 
dustry has shown wonderful resource and adaptabil- 
ity to passing circumstances—perhaps owing princi- 
pally to the fact that the labor employed is mostly on 
contract or task work, instead of ordinary day work. 
The inducement under that system for the Bolivian 
miner is, apparently, to do a little less work with good 
times, and to show a little more energy when times 
are bad. At present the political situation in Bolivia 
is far from clear. The sudden and unexpected death 
of the president-elect, who was to have taken office 
last August, has made it necessary to prepare for an- 
other election in 1909, and until this event is decided 
there is a possibility of trouble, due to the antago- 
nistic feeling that exists between the La Paz party of 
North Bolivia and the Southern part lead by Sucre. 
Financially the state is in very bad straits, and there 
have been suggestions of issuing a loan of half a mil- 
lion pounds, but on what security has not been stated, 
nor to what purpose it would be applied, though prob- 
ably to bridge over the deficit. The only considerable 
asset of Bolivia being its tin industry, it is not un- 
likely that the mining community will be called on to 
provide the cost of running the somewhat incompe- 
tent administration machine, and it may be as well for 
those who propose embarking in new ventures in that 
country to bear the fact in mind. The railway pro- 
gram, carried on very half-heartedly, has only so far 
resulted in connecting La Paz with Oruro, but has not 
benefited the mines in a sensible way, most of them 
being still very distant from the rail. It has now 
been proposed to connect Uyuni, on the Antofagasta 
line, with Potosi, and build another line on to Tupiza 
to connect with the Argentine system, and to abandon 
the scheme of connecting Oruro with Potosi and Tu- 
piza by a direct line. Where the money to build those 
new lines is to come from is not easily seen. Bolivia 
is now passing through a financial crisis very similar 
to that which Chile endured lately. Given a quiet 
presidential contest, and the election of a capable 
leader assuring domestic tranquillity, Bolivia will no 
doubt weather this period of depression successfully, 
and should maintain her position of largest producer 
‘after the East definitely—-The Mining Journal, Lon- 
don.

SEX IN CUCUMBER PLANTS. 

Some farmers do not realize that cucumbers, like 
strawberries, have sex, there being staminate and pistil- 
late blossoms. The complaint is often heard that al- 
though cucumber vines blossomed full, little fruit set, 
says a Colorado grower. The first and most numerous 
blossoms to set are staminate, or made flowers. 

The female blossoms are produced later in the sea- 
son and are also imperfect for the reason that they 
lack stamens. Pistillate flowers are easily recognized, 
since there is a miniature cucumber at the base, even 
before the bud is opened. To produce a fruit, the 
pollen from the staminate flower must reach the pistil- 
late variety. Grown in the greenhouse, bees are fre- 
quently depended upon to carry this important pollen 
to the female flower. Still other gardeners practice 
hand pollenization. Out of doors, however, bees can 
usually be depended upon for carrying the pollen, and 
hand fertilizing is rarely necessary. In a general way, 
it is impossible to materially hasten the formation of 
pistillate blossoms. Therefore, it is essential to give 
the plant good culture in order to keep it vigorous and 
full of blossoms, if a fine crop would be secured.— 
American Agriculturist.

DOUBLE GLASS SASH FOR TOMATOES. 

A good many of the leading canning companies are 
now making sure of their supply of tomatoes early in 
the season by growing them for themselves or by fur- 
nishing properly grown plants at the right time to 
contracting growers. 

The expense of the sash for hotbeds, even if the 
grower appreciates their necessity, is apt to deter 
him from getting them. But the canner can get big 
returns from the investment and with him the cost 
is not allowed to stand in the way. In fact, it figures 
out a big profit in the end. 

One hotbed 6x15 feet in size will produce enough 
seedling tomato plants to set out in thirty or more hot- 
beds or cold frames of the same size. In the seed bed 
the plants can be grown very thick in rows three or 
four inches apart. These plants when about three 
inches long are transplanted about four inches apart 
each way into other beds. In each bed 6x15 in size 
810 plants can be grown to the blooming stage, when 
they are set out in the field. By sowing the seed be- 
tween February 15 and March 1, or even later the 
plants can be ready to go into the field early in May 
and ripe tomatoes may be had early in July anywhere 
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south of Indianapolis. North or south of that point 
the time for sowing, planting and harvesting will vary 
with the climate. q 

To plant an acre five feet between rows and three 
and one-half feet in the rows requires 2,500 plants, of 
the product of three hotbeds or cold frames 6x15 feet 
in size. These three beds require five sash each, or 
fifteen altogether. 

The great trouble about growing early tomatoes js 
the fact that they must be started in winter. Under 
the old style single layer sash the tender young plants 
are always in deadly peril whenever a cold snap oc. 
curs. Frequently boards or mats on top of the glass 
fails to save them, but the Sunlight Double Glass Sash 
Company, of Louisville, Ky., whose advertisement ap- 
pears in this issue of THE CANNER, claim that under 
their sash the young plants cannot only be saved in 
any weather, but can be kept growing vigorously. 

The two layers of glass enclose an air space five- 
eights of an inch thick. This air is always dry in 
severe weather because the cold condenses and squeezes 
out all the moisture. Dry, still air is a non-conductor 
of either heat or cold and it affords the best possible 
protection to the plants. At the same time it admits 
the sunlight, with its warmth, and even in zero 
weather the bed is kept at a growing temperature, 
With both the double glass sash and a covering of 
mats or boards the tender young tomatoes are abso- 
lutely safe even from being unduly chilled. 

The sash are made of Louisiana red cypress, one 
and three-quarter inches thick and in every way are as 
substantial as can be made. If kept properly painted 
they will last longer than a well built house, or a long 
lifetime. They are made to be sold and bought as a 
permanent investment; not to go to pieces and be re- 
placed as some cheap priced articles are. 

Every canner who wants early tomatoes or wants 
to establish a sure source of supply for his operations 
would do well to investigate the Sunlight Double Glass 
Sash proposition.

STRONGER BOXES. 


As it seems now practically certain that jobbers are 
intending to carry out a concerted action before the 
next packing season looking to the adoption of the 
universal specification for higher quality of boxes in 
which the canners will be required to deliver their 
packs for the acceptance of the wholesale grocers, we 
think this is a subject which should receive due con- 
sideration from the canners at the Louisville convep- 
tion, since, to be forewarned is to be forearmed in 
such matters, aid it would cause hardship, especially 
to the more moderate sized canning plants, for them 
to have contracted for or put in a supply of boxes of 
the standard of quality or construction which would 
fail to meet the jobbers’ specifications and so affect 
their deliveries on contracts for the coming pack. We 
are glad to note that the prominent makers of boxes 
are taking an interest in this question on behalf of 
the packers and already warning them. 

The United States Box Company have taken a lead- 
ing part in solving these difficulties, so the packer can 
comply with the reasonable stiffening of the box spe- 
cification requirements on the part of the jobbers, and 
still have packages at reasonable cost. They are now 
furnishing to the trade what is known as the “U. S. B. 
Dovetail Lock-Corner,” which is an especially power- 
ful and very neat construction. We would advise the 
packers to take a look at the sample exhibition of this 
large box company at the coming convention, so as to 
become informed of the nature of the new boxes and 
to compare them with the packages formerly in use.

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Jobbers Should Be Willing to Pay for the Good Quality They 
Demand—Remarks by ‘‘Experience’’ Concern- 
ing Brokers, Buyers, etc. 
, ——, san. 21, 1909. 

Editor Canner: I see from the reports in your issue of 
January 14 that Indiana, [Illinois and Missouri jobbers are 
bringing in tomatoes from the East, while the packers in In 
diana, Illinois and Missouri are sitting tight, as a ruie, on 
their pack, hoping to at least get cost of production out of 
them. 

Are jobbers sincere in their clamor for first-class goods 
when they refuse to buy goods that are standard at or even 
near the cost of production? While they reach out to the 
Eastern shore and buy tomatoes in many instances not equal 
to the Western goods, they allow their Western friends and 
neighbors, in whom they should be interested, to hold their 
It should be the pleasure of the Western jobber to 
assist the Western manutacturers of canned goods in the 
distributing of goods of quality. 

lam not saying that they do not produce goods of quality 
in the East at all. The Eastern manufacturers of goods of 
quality, as a rule, are getting as much for their goods as are 
the Western people who manufacture goods of quality, still 
there are so many goods packed in the East by a great num- 
ber of little packers who produce the goods on their farms 
and who are pressed for funds, and who really do not know 
the packing business at all, that those goods make serious 
inroads on the legitimate demand for goods of the Indiana 
type of standards, 

L think that it the jobbers are really sincere in their de 
mand for a well-filled can of tomatoes, pure tomatoes and 
nothing but tomatoes, they must rise to the point of being 
willing to pay for goods of that character. 

The marketing of the goods is practically in the hands of 
the jobbers. If they see fit to buy the Eastern goods at a 
low price, and it necessarily follows that the quality of these 
goods is on a parity with the price paid for them, they are 
not living up to the Golden Rule. They are not trying to 
do unto others as they would have others do unto them. 

The jobbers have the whip hand now and are belaboring 
many of the packers in a manner entirely different to that 
which they should employ. ‘‘Consisteney, thou art a jewel.’’ 

At this season of the year canned goods packers are be 
ginning to letters which read about as follows: 
‘*We have selling our future canned goods. The 
other brokers in the same line are active and we must be 
up and doing too. We want your very lowest prices on 
tomatoes, corn, pumpkin and other items’’—if the packer 
happens to be packing other items. 

‘*We are offered for a block of 1,000 (or perhaps a block 
of 5,000) full standard tomatoes, 1909 pack, at 70e per 
dozen delivered. We are also offered for a lot of 500 eases 
No. 3 pumpkin, packed in sanitary tins, at 60¢ per dozen, 
delivered. Of course the goods must be first-class in order 
to hold the trade. You must be careful about your packing, 
as the customer we have is a very valuable one and will buy

quite a quantity of goods if you treat him right and giye 
him the kind of goods we know you can turn out.”’ 

Now, then, it would cost approximately 5e per dozen to 
make delivery of the goods to a point where delivery jig tg 
be made, which would reduce the value of the canned goods 
to 65¢e for No. 3 tomatoes, 55¢ for sanitary pumpkin. 0g 
course there is not a packer in the world that can produee 
goods at such prices, vet doubtless every packer in the 
United States has received letters of very much the same 
nature from the various brokers that they employ. 

The broker is usually particular to mention what his bro. 
kerage is if there is not a previous engagement or agreement 
as to what the brokerage should be. The broker is yp. 
doubtedly engaged on a good commission by the packer to 
help the sheriff and the bankrupt courts clean up his cap. 
ning factory for him. 

Why should any broker undertake to offer a price that is 
absolutely ridiculous on goods that he knows or should know 
that it is impossible to meet and furnish any kind of goods, 
much less geod goods? 
~ If the broker would work in harmony (though he never 
has, except on rare occasions) with the packer, and would 
refuse to make such unreasonable offers, a good deal of the 
trouble would be mitigated. Among packers, as among ail 
other tradesmen or manufacturers, there are the strong and 
the weak: those who are able to attend to their own busi- 
ness and those who are not. Those who are forced to accept 
prices that they know to be Jess than the fair value of the 
stuff, simply because the weak brother has acceded to the 
pressure of the broker, and when a weak brother breaks over 
and accepts a price that is unremunerative and known to be 
unremunerative not alone by the broker but by the one who 
accepts the price, and they, with this price, fix the market 
value. 

I would ask as a matter of justice to the canned goods 
trade, who should be befriended by-the jobber, that he offer 
a fair and reasonable price for the canned goods produced 
and require a fair and reasonable quality for the price paid. 

There should be more coéperation between the jobber and 
the packer. The jobber should simply decline to buy goods 
at price that he knows (and he does know) is below the cost 
of production of goods of the quality he demands when he 
writes out his contract. 

All this preaching about quality, pack quality and you can 
sell your goods, produce quality and orders will repeat,—t 
say that the most of it is cant and pure rot. 

A portion of the trade at least are unwilling to pay a fair 
price for fair quality, and they must come to a realization of 
the fact that to get goods of quality they must pay what 
such goods are worth to produce. Talent is worth money in 
any braneh of work, and why should not talent and capital 
be paid for in the business of producing canned goods with 
as much remuneration to those who devote their life work 
to the production of canned goods as is paid to other per- 
sons who employ their capital, energy and talents in other 
lines? Experience,

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Pure Food Progress 








Dr. F. T. Aschman, of Pittsburg, contributed to the last 
monthly food bulletin of the Pennsylvania department an 
article of the vinegar law of that state, discussing some sub- 
stitutes for genuine vinegar. The Pennsylvania legislature 
of 1901 amended the vinegar law so that farmers can now 
manufacture vinegar from the surplus apples in their or- 
chards and place it on the market without fear of prose- 
eution. Cider vinegar, under the law, must be made from 
the pure juice of the apple and must contain no added water, 
drugs or acids. If made in this way it will comply with the 
act of assembly, provided it be properly branded ‘‘ Pure 
Cider Vinegar,’’ together with the name of the manufacturer. 
This can be written or printed on a card and tacked on the 
head of each barrel. 

At a recent meeting in New York City of the executive 
committee of the National Consumers’ League the following 
resolution was unanimously adopted: 

‘‘Whereas, We believe that the services rendered by Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley in the past have been strictly in the pub- 
lic interest and that he should have full power to act in the 
protection of the helpless public as against the use of color- 
ing fluids, preservatives and other devices for hiding the 
defects in food products, therefore 

‘*Resolved, That we give him our strongest indorsement 
and appeal to the President of the United States and the 
Secretary of Agriculture for the preservation and mainte- 
nance unchallenged of the powers of the office which Dr. 
Wiley has so long and courageously exercised in the public 
interests.’’ 

Senator McCartney, of Los Angeles, introduced a bill into 
the California legislature providing for the strictest sanitary 
methods in the manufacturing, producing and handling of 
foodstuffs. He also introduced a measure prohibiting the 
sale or transportation of adulterated and misbranded foods, 
unless properly labeled. The first measure makes it a mis- 
demeanor for an employer to allow an employe to handle any 
products until after washing thoroughly. The bill also pro- 
hibits the employment of any person afflicted with infectious 
or contagious diseases. 

Discussing the dangers of standardization laws an ex- 
change says that ‘‘Aside from the question of such con- 
fiseatory measures, the trade feels that the conditions sur- 
rounding the manufacture and keeping of edible goods entail 
altogether too many chances for variation to render the legal 
enforcement of standards safe. No dealer can be expected 
to know to the scientist’s minute detail the composition of 
his goods, and with so many exactions would fear to handle 
them, unless every invoice in his stock had been carefully 
analyzed by an expert, a process which ordinary profits of 
the grocery trade would not permit. In North Dakota, whose 
food commissioner is presumed to have originated much of 
the proposed law, jobbers say they already submit a sample 
out of every invoice to Commissioner Ladd before they dare 
sell the goods. This is certainly a highly developed form of 
paternalism and guardianship. The dating provisions have 
already been carefully discussed in these columns and need 
no reiteration. The weight provision, so far as it conserves 
honesty, is believed to be well covered in the present federal 
law, which requires, not that every weight must be stated 


on the package, but that, if it is stated, it must be truth 
ful.’’ : 


‘* “Wide open’ is the expression used by government officials 
who are close to the food situation in Congress,’’ says the 
Washington correspondent of the New York Journal of Com. 
merce, in a late letter. The expression is used with Spe- 
cial application to the decision to refer the subject of copper 
as a coloring matter in peas to the Referee Board of Chemists 
Other officials do not hesitate to speak of recent developments 
as ‘rotten,’ and predict grave difficulty in the near future 
owing to probable requests on the part of interests hitherts 
more or less tractable that their particular questions be re. 
ferred to the Referee Board on the ground that this species of 
indulgence has been granted to others. It is not concealed here 
that conditions regarding the rigid administration of the foo 
law have been brought to an unusually serious pass within the 
past month or less, and that the difficulty of applying the regu- 
lations now in force will probably be greater from now on,” 
Further on in his dispatch the correspondent of the Journal of 
Commerce says: ‘‘It is believed that President Roosevelt, who 
had the food situation under very careful advisement before the 
assembling of Congress, intends to turn the whole subject over 
to his successor without further action. He has expressed to 
those who have lately seen him the view that the present condj- 
tions of administration are unsatisfactory, but has said that he 
is not yet well enough informed on the question to attempt 
serious changes. This inevitably throws the question over to 
Mr. Taft, and it is felt by those affected that it will be one of 
the most important issues he will have to deal with, as well as 
one of the most difficult and involved matters of administration, 
Within the first few months of the Taft administration it wil] 
be necessary to deal with the benzoate of soda and saccharine 
questions, as it is now anticipated that the Referee Board of 
Chemists will make reports on these points during the next 
three months. This, in fact, is predicted at the Department of 
Agriculture. The prediction is also made that the question of 
sulphate of copper in peas will be dealt with much sooner than 
was anticipated, and that some report on that question may 
be returned before the sulphur question is attacked—possibly 
within the next six months. These are estimates simply, but 
it is unquestionably true that the verdicts on all the matters 
mentioned will come in during the comparatively early part of 
the Taft administration and that their settlement will be de 
termined by the President and his new advisers. The fact that 
Secretary Cortelyou will leave the cabinet and that Secretagy 
Straus is now expected to follow him, will change two members 
of the board of three secretaries which now deals with adminis 
trative matters and may introduce some new points of view on 
the tangled issues already at the front under existing legisla. 
tion.’’

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EXPERIMENTS ON THE SPOILAGE OF TOMATO 
KETCHUP. 
Bureau of Chemistry, Bulletin No. 119. By A. W. Bitting, 
Inspector, Bureau of Chemistry. 
(Continued from last week.) 
Spoilage of Ketchup After Opening. 

The question of how long the ketchup should keep 
after opening the container in order to satisfy the 
ordinary requirements of consumption was also studied. 
A local restaurant, serving about two hundred meals 
and using from one-half to a gallon of ketchup daily, 
was supplied with the same kind of ketchup used in 
the experiments, as were also some families. Instruc- 
tions were given to use the ketchup as they would 
ordinarily, with the result that none reported any loss 
from spoilage. 

To determine how long the ketchup would keep 
after opening, eight bottles from each of the first nine 
experiments were kept in the kitchen at a temperature 
of about 72° F., five were kept in an incubator at a 
temperature of 95° F., five were kept in the laboratory 
at a temperature of about 67° F., and four were kept 
in an inclosed porch where the temperature ranged 
from 30° to 60° F. This made a total of 198 bottles. 
No precautions, other than those of ordinary cleanli- 
ness, were taken in opening the bottles, as it was de- 
sired to determine the keeping properties under con- 
ditions of general usage. The first set of bottles was 
opened November 5, immediately on being received 
at the laboratory, all of the ketchup having been kept 
at the factory until the experiment begun in September 
was completed. The bottles were covered loosely with 
a metal cap and observed daily, a record being kept of 
the date and character of spoilage. 

The results showed that the differences in the time 
and temperature of processing had little, if any, effect 
in checking the spoilage; neither did the use of acetic 
acid or oil extracts. The most important precaution 
in checking the spoilage after opening seems to be to 
keep the ketchup cool. This is shown by the average 
number of days which elapsed before spoilage occurred 
in the sets kept under different temperature conditions. 
For those kept in the kitchen the average number of 
days was six, the minimum three, and the maximum 
eleven. Those in the incubator kept for an average of 
five days, with a minimum of two days, and a maxi- 
mum of eight. Those in the laboratory had an average 
of eight days, the minimum being four days and the 
maximum twenty-two. Those kept in the porch lasted 
on an average twenty-seven days, a minimum of twelve 
days, and a maximum of fifty-eight. 


These figures show the definite relation of tempera. 
ture to spoilage under the conditions of ordinary use 
In making the observations, the metal cap was removed 
each day, but no ketchup was poured off. The spojj. 
age in all cases was due to mold, and usually this 
formed in the neck of the bottle where the ketchup haq 
splashed, or at the junction of the ketchup with the 
bottle. The spoilage was recorded as soon as the 
slightest growth appeared. In actual use if the neck 
were wiped out when the ketchup had been used and qa 
growth of mold removed on its first appearance with 
some of the proximate ketchup the time before spoil. 
age occurred could be prolonged. In these experi. 
ments the attempt was made to determine how soon 
growth appeared under the various conditions of 
temperature named. 

The unopened bottles of ketchup were kept in a 
basement room, the temperature of which is fairly con- 
stant, being about 70° F. This is approximately the 
condition in a grocery where the ketchup is kept on 
the shelves. Another set of samples from the run of 
September, 1907, was opened February 11, 1908, to 
determine if storing in a warm room before opening 
had any effect on the length of time preceding spoilage, 
Four bottles were taken from each of the first nine 
experiments to make up each of three sets, one of 
which was kept in the kitchen, one in the incubator, 
and one in the porch, making a total of 108 bottles, 
The average number of days for those kept in the 
incubator was four, the minimum two, and the maxi- 
mum six. The average number of days before spoil- 
age in the kitchen was five, the minimum being three 
and the maximum nine. Those kept in the porch 
gave an average of twenty-three days, the minimum 
number being eighteen days and the maximum seventy- 
three days. Thus it is seen that the ketchup lasted 
nearly five times as long at a temperature of 30° to 
60° F. as it did at 72°; and also that when ketchup is 
kept in a warm place before opening, spoilage occurs 
somewhat sooner, the average for the fresh samples 
opened under the same conditions being one day more 
with the incubator and kitchen samples and four days 
more with the porch samples. 

A third set of bottles of the ketchup was opened on 
June 6, 1908, or two hundred and sixty-five days after 
manufacture. They had been kept in a basement ata 
temperature of about 70° F. 

One set was placed in the incubator at a tempera 
ture of 95° F., one set in the kitchen at about 82° F, 
and one set in the refrigerator at 46° F. The weather 
was warm and the conditions favorable to the spoilage 
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Plants operating continuously.

The minimtiim time for spoilage in 
the incubator was two days, the maximum time four 
days, and the average time three and two-tenths days. 
The minimum time in the kitchen was two days, the 
maximum time six days, and the average time four 
and four-tenths days. The minimum time in the re- 
frigerator was nine days, the maximum time nineteen 
days, and the average time thirteen and sixty-six 
one-hundredths days.

Spoilage of Unopened Ketchup. 

Another test was made to determine whether the 
ketchup would spoil when kept in a warm place, but 
not opened. Three bottles from each experimental 
batch were placed in the incubator November 7, 1907, 
and were kept there until December 23, 1907—forty- 
six days—and in that time there was no sign of spoil- 
age. They were then opened and kept in the labora- 
tory; the average number of days before spoilage 
occurred is indicated in the following table:

will be observed that these samples spoiled in 
about the same length of time as the bottles opened 
in February and tested in the incubator, so that similar 
results were obtained by keeping unopened ketchup 
one and one-half months at 95° F. and keeping it five 
months at 70° F. From the results of the experiments 
it is evident that the ingredients of the ketchup in the 
proportions used are not antiseptic, and it is also ap- 
parent from the number of organisms found and the 
rapidity of their multiplication that ketchup is a good, 
nutritive medium. Yeasts and molds are the pre- 
dominating organisms, and, as the ketchup is acid and 
also contains sugar, and these organisms are found on 


tomatoes in the field, their predominence in the ketchy 
is explained. , 
Spoilage of Market Brands. 

To determine the keeping properties of the Ketchup 
on the market, various brands were obtained from the 
grocery stores. In the majority of cases nothing Was 
known of the ingredients or methods of mi anufacture 
except what appeared on the labels. No date of 
manufacture was given, and in some cases the dealers 
did not know the age of the product. 

There were 104 bottles of ketchup opened to find oy 
how long they would remain in good condition. . These 
were kept in the laboratory, though the temperature 
was higher than that at which ketchup should be helg 
Of the 104 bottles there were 66 without preservatiye 
according to the labels, 46 of which spoiled. Of the 
20 which did not spoil, 2 formed crystals of benzoic 
acid on the covers of glass dishes during evaporation, 
Of the 39 which, according to the labels, contained 
sodium benzoate, 15 spoiled. The bottles of unspoiled 
ketchup after remaining in the laboratory for about a 
month were placed in the incubator at 95° F. for three 
weeks, and were then taken out, and have been leit jn 
the laboratory since. The metal cap had been taken 
off frequently for observation, and the ketchup ex- 
posed, but the treatment did not cause them to spoil, 

The average number of days after which spoilage 
occurred for “the forty-six bottles without preservative 
was about fifteen, the minimum number being four 
days, the maximum number ninety-four days. The 
average number of days preceding spoilage in the case 
of fifteen bottles with preservative was twenty-four 
days, the minimum number being three and the maxi- 
mum sixty days. The majority of these had 0.1 per 
cent of sodium benzoate present; the others had a 
smaller amount, according to the manufacturers’ label. 
These data are not at all conclusive and further work 
on material of known history will be necessary. 

Sterility of Ketchup. 

To determine the sterility of ketchup, cultures were 
made from seventy-seven of the bottles. The method 
used was to wipe the bottles and cork stoppers witha 
damp towel and then remove the cork. The cork 
puller which was used grasps the neck of the bottle 
in such a way as to cover the opening and remove the 
cork without the inrush of air that occurs when the 
ordinary corkscrew is used. A flame was then passed 
over the mouth of the bottle, after which the upper 
layer of ketchup was poured out, so as to discard any 
material which might have been contaminated in 
handling. Tomato gelatin was used as a medium and 
cultures: were made in petri dishes. 

There were 17 plates on which no organisms devel- 
oped, indicating that the ketchup was sterile. Of the 
60 plates having organisms, 54 had molds, 22 of these 
having molds alone; 21 plates had yeast-like organ- 
isms, 3 plates having these only ; 29 plates had bacteria, 
4 having bacteria alone. Sometimes a plate would 
have only one form of organism, but more often there
